Commission approves subdivision plat

The Coffee County Commission 
voted to “tentatively ” approve the 
preliminary plat on Sandy Oaks Sub- 
division in Monday's meeting. 

Commissioners voted 5 to 1 in fa- 
vor of approving the plat. Commis- 
sioner Bernest Brooks cast the lone 
dissenting vote. Commissioner 
Randy Lunsford was out of town due 
to an illness in his family. 

Originally, the preliminary plat 
was ved by the commission on 
February 13, 1995 after being sub- 
mitted by Porter A. Lunsford. 

The plat had been reviewed by 
then county engineer Mark Pool, and 
was certified as meeting all require- 
ments as set forth by the county’s 
subdivision regulations. 

Lunsford’s preliminary plans call 
for the construction of a 39-unit 
townhouse complex. 

Since that meeting eleven months 
ago, residents who own single-home 
dwellings in the subdivision adjoin- 
ing the property have been trying to 
get the project halted. They have 
been to the City of Enterprise and 
eventually, the matter wound up in 
court. 

As a result of their efforts, Circuit 
Judge William Barr ordered the 
commission to hold a public hearing 
on the matter. That hearing was held 
Monday moming, December 18th. 

A large group of the Harrand 
Creek community was on-hand to 
voice their opposition to the pro- 
posed subdivision. 

At the conclusion of that hearing, 
the commission voted for all parties, 
and/or their attorneys, to meet with 
the county attomey, Mark Fuller, in 


an attempt to reach a compromise 
solution to the problem. 

In Monday’s meeting, Fuller re- 
ported to the commissioners that he 
had met with Mike Brock, attorney 
for the Harrand Creek group, and 
Jim Weatherford, attorney for the de- 
velopers; however, no agreement 
was reached. 

Two residents of the Harrand 
Creek community, Donna Thomp- 
kins and Jim Lance, addressed the 
commission conceming the pro- 
posed subdivision before the vote 
was taken. 

Ms. Thompkins voiced concern 
that the developers had not met all 
the criteria set forth in the subdivi- 
sion regulations and urged commis- 
sioners not to approve the plat. 

She also re-stated the group’s 
concern for the safety and security of 
the community’s children due to the 
increased traffic flow through their 
subdivision, devaluation of property, 
and damage to the area wetlands 
causing flooding. 

Lance urged the commissioners 
to take the initiative in acting on this 
matter, using their best judgement 
and not that of their attorney and en- 
gineer. 

After the motion was made and 
seconded by Commission Chairman 
Robert Stephens and Commissioner 
Wendell Black, respectively, to ap- 
prove the preliminary plat, Black 
asked the engineer and county attor- 
ney if they knew of any reason the 
plat should not be approved. 

“T can’t find anything that the de- 
veloper has not done,” said County 
Engineer Tindell. “I see no reason 
that the request not be approved.” 

The county’s attorney concurred 


with Tindell’s opinion. 

The commission approved Luns- 
ford’s preliminary plat. 

Stephens stressed the fact that 
throughout the construction of the 
subdivision, the developer will have 
to follow and adhere to all the re- 
quirements set forth in the county’s 
regulations. 

Later, during the general business 
session of the commission meeting, 
Commissioner Brooks voiced his 
opinion concerning the plat approv- 
al. He was the developer in the Har- 
rand Creek community subdivision. 

“T feel bad about what has hap- 
pened here today,” he said. “We 
need to develop some kind of plan or 
zoning regulations so we won't 
have this problem again.” 

Brooks made a motion that a 
study committee be appointed by the 


commission to ly a strategic | 
to) 


plan for the county. Commissioner 
Bill Faulk seconded Brooks’ motion. 

However, Faulk amended 
Brooks’ motion stating that the com- 
mission study the need of appoint- 
ing such a committee before doing 
so. The amended motion passed 
unanimously. 

In another matter, Norman Hup- 
pert addressed the commission con- 
cerning Co. Rd. 717. 

Huppert told commissioners that, 
in his opinion, the crown in the mid- 
dle of the road was too high thus 
making the road extremely hazard- 
ous to travel in wet conditions. 

County Engineer Tindell ac- 
knowledged that the road did have a 
high crown as most of the dirt roads

Local arrests made in war on drugs

A press conference was held in 
Opp Tuesday afternoon by law 
enforcement officials announcing 
several arrests in the war against 
drugs. 

Redding Pitt, United States 
Attorney for the Middle District of 
Alabama, announced that a federal 
grand jury had returned a seven 
count indictment filed on January 8, 
1996 against the following individu- 
als: 

Ricky Solomon, 45, of Kinston, 
AL; Murray W. Mooney, 49, of 
Ope. AL; Cynthia Free, 31, of Opp, 

; Caressia Bozenan, 29, of Opp; 
Albert Felix, 23, of Blythe, CA; 
Jeanne Scott, 51, of Ehrenburgh, 
AZ; Kenneth W. Mack, 45, of Elba, 
AL; Carrie L. Scott, 28, of Opp, AL; 
David Huggins, 23, of Opp, AL; 
Anthony Johnson, 24, of Opp, AL; 
Robert Larry Davis, 45, of Opp. AL; 
aos Jerry J. Kilpatrick, 30, of Opp, 


Count one of the indictment 
charges all the above individuals 
with conspiracy to distribute and 
possess with intent to distribute 
methamphetamine in the Middle 
District of Alabama and elsewhere, 
including but not limited to, Phenix, 
AZ, and Gulfport, MS, from on or 
about January 1989, and continuing 
to the filing of the indictment. 

Davis and Kilpatrick are both 
charged in count two and three with 
using and carrying a firearm during 
and in relation to a drug trafficking 
crime, respectively. 

In counts four and five, Carrie 
Scott is charged with removing prop- 
erty to prevent seizure and structur- 
ing a financial transaction in order to

evade statutory reporting require- 
ments, respectively. 

Count six charges Davis, Mooney 
and Solomon with possessing 
methamphetamine with intent to dis- 
tribute. 

Finally, count seven seeks the 
forfeiture on certain real and person- 
al property on the grounds that it re- 
flected the proceeds of illegal 
activity and that it facilitates the 
illegal activity. 

hould the named defendants be 
convicted of conspiracy or possess- 
ion of methamphetamine with intent 
top distribute, they face a maximum 
sentence of life in prison with a min- 
imum of ten years, They also face a 
maximum fine of $4,000,000.00,

This in- 
cluded $1,069.56 for recreation uni- 
forms; $1,145.00 for annual pest 
control in various city buildings; 
$2,258.90 in vehicle repairs; 
$623.07 in emergency management 
support; $813.47 asphalt; $1,012.48 
air conditioning repair at the public 
library; $545.00 insurance and 
$623.77 police uniforms and decals, 

Newly appointed council mem- 
ber Ben Carpenter questioned the 
monthly telephone bills. He noted 
that $1,200 seemed too high for a 
city the size of Elba, Carpenter said

The county was billing the town 
for $15,961.63 which was their por- 
tion of the cost of resurfacing the 
road (Co, Rd. 533) in 1995. 

According to documentation 
provided by New Brockton Mayor 
Kathryn Holley, the town had agreed 
to pay for the resurfacing, as well as 
some earlier patch work done to the 
road, until it could be determined 
whose responsibility it was - county 
or town - to maintain county roads 
running within the city limits.

The Elba Water & Electric Board did a good thing this week. They 
voted to establish a reserve fund to finance repairs following any 
disaster, There once was one of these disaster reserve funds in the 
utility department, but it got eaten away when money was a little 
short with first, a $50,000 boom truck, then this and that until the 
fund was forgotten and now it is a start over time and plain good 
business, Elba folks sure know all about disasters ... floods, ice 
storms, tornados, hurricanes, You name it and we have experienced 
most of it, The $120,000 savings fund they plan to build over a pe- 
riod of years ain't much when you consider the multimillion dollar 
electric and water system Elba has out there exposed to the ele- 
ments. Hurricane Opal wasn’t a major disaster, relatively speaking, 
but the direct cost to the utility department approached $200,000. A 
bad ice storm this week could easily have caused even more dam- 
age than the hurricane did. 


Representative Garreth Moore said last week something we have 
been saying for some time. Discussing the tort reform session of the 
legislature which was to get underway in a few days (last Monday 
now), he noted that, “The jury is the key. We must have good re- 
sponsible citizens willing to serve.” Personally, in this comer the 
lawyers don't get all the credit for the high damage awards. If there 
is any blame or credit, it should be on us, “the jury of peers.” The 
Coffee County Representative was also concemed with a section 
which set punitive damage limits based to a person’s net worth. He 
predicted this formula, “...would lead to more lawsuits, which 
would be more jobs for the lawyers and more expenses for the cli- 
ents.” As he indicated in that statement, the problem there would be 
in deciding a person’s net worth ... your house or business may ap- 
praise for a certain dollar amount, but it is really only worth what 
someone else is willing to pay you cash money for it at that particu- 
lar time ... kinda old fashioned, but it is fact. 


It may seem we are coming down on the side of the trial lawyers 
and their current gold mine. We ain’t. However, they are not the big 
bad wolf as they are currently being portrayed. We, the people, 
must share the burden for this problem. There needs to be a balance 
between being responsible for your actions and inactions, and rip- 
ping off those with deep pockets (lot of money), but folks, the Rob- 
in Hood theory of taking from the rich to pay the poor is often a 
false security.

Thank you for contacting me re- 
garding Supplemental Security In- 
come (SSI) payments to resident ali- 
ens. I appreciate your writing, and I 
certainly understand your concerns 
in this regard, 

Your observation is correct that 
the system today allows some resi- 
dent aliens and their children to col- 
lect SSI checks in certain circum- 
stances. Illegal aliens are forbidden 
from receiving benefits, however. 
This outrageous situation is precisely 
why the Republicans have offered 
sweeping welfare reform. HR 4, the 
Personal Responsibility Act of 1995, 
passed the House on March 24, 
1995, and the Senate, by an 87-12 
margin on September 19.

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Prepare perennials for cold weather 


ideas for cleanup of dinnerware 


by Angela Hughes, County Agent 


Mealtime is often the center of 
holiday activities, It's a time when 
fine china, crystal and silver flat- 
ware make their appearance to make 
meals special and festive. However, 
after the meal, someone has to clean 
up. But is it safe to put fine china, 
crystal and silver flatware in the 
dishwasher? 

It depends entirely on the specif- 
ic china, crystal and silver in ques- 
tion. Fine china manufactured since 
the arrival of automatic dishwashers 
is generally dishwasher safe. In cur- 
rent manufacturing processes, the 
patterns and any gold and platinum 
trims are applied under the glaze 
and are protected by an overglaze, 
Check with the retailer or manufac- 
turer if you aren't sure whether your 
newer china is dishwasher safe. 

Do not put antique or hand- 
painted dinnerware in a dishwasher, 
Their patterns and trims can be re- 
moved by the alkaline dishwasher 
detergents. If you don’t know the 
age and/or manufacturing process 
used on your china, wash one dish 
for several weeks. If you notice a 
color change when comparing it to 
the rest of the set, dishwasher wash- 
ing isn't recommended. 

Most recently manufactured crys- 
tal is also dishwasher safe. Again, 


however, antique or very delicate, 
lightweight crystal, as well as glass- 
ware with gold or platinum decora- 
tions, should not be washed in the 
dishwasher. 

You can safely wash all silver 
flatware in a dishwasher, except 
old-hollowed knives, which may 
come loose, Avoid overloading the 
silverware basket so that all dish- 
washer detergent is rinsed from the 
silver, If a black tarnish occurs from 
detergent remaining on the set sil- 
ver, remove the tarnish with silver 
polish. 

Use a shorter wash cycle for fine 
china and crystal. If your dishwash- 
cr does not feature a short wash cy- 
cle or if the load is heavily soiled, a 
regular cycle may be used without 
damaging effects. With your water 
hardness as a guideline, use the 
amount of dishwasher detergent rec- 
ommended in your dishwasher’s 
user’s guide, The recommended wa- 
ter temperature of 140°F is appro- 
priate. 

Use a rinse additive to help pre- 
vent water spotting and improve 
drying on china and crystal. The wa- 
ter sheets off quickly, resulting in 
china, crystal and silver that is 
shiny, bright and a welcome sight 
during the holidays.

Tips for holiday plant care

Poinsettias are a familiar sight at 
Christmas time. Whether you use 
poinsettias as a centerpiece or 
throughout your home, they can pro- 
vide many weeks of enjoyment. 
However, any blooming plant can 
provide enjoyment inside the home. 

If you use blooming plants inside 
your home, provide them with six to 
eight hours of indirect sunlight or 
another source of light each day. 
Keep the soil moist but don’t over- 
water the plant. Since plants grow 
more slowly inside a home than in a 
greenhouse, they need less water 
than you might think. Be careful to 
water the soil only-keep water off 
the foliage and blooms. Add enough 
water so that some comes through 
the drainholes in the bottom of the 
pot. 

Your blooming plants do not re- 
quire fertilizer when displayed in 
the home. Sufficient fertilizer is usu- 
ally applied during greenhouse pro- 
duction of the blooming plant. 

Keep blooming plants out of cool 
drafts and away from heating vents. 
These drafts can dry out the foliage 
and blooms prematurely. Remove 
faded blooms from the plant be- 
cause they will cause a rapid deteri- 
oration of other blooms. 

A plant you may want to try for 
an indoor floral display is a chrysan- 
themum. To keep chrysanthemums 
at their best, keep them away from 
cool and warm drafts. They should 
receive plenty of indirect sunlight 
near an east, south, or west window. 
You may need to water your chry- 


santhemum several times each 
week. Add enough water for some 
to come through the drainage holes 
in the bottom of the pot. If your 
chrysanthemums were labeled as 
“hardy”, you can cut them back 3 to 
6 inches and plant them outdoors. 
They should continue to grow and 
bloom again next fall. 

Poinsettias will remain colorful 
for about eight weeks. They prefer 
warmer homes (75°F) but don’t like 
hot or cold drafts. Temperatures be- 
low 60°F and above 75°F will dam- 
age leaves and bracts. Remember, 
the more yellow flowers (cyathia) 
that show, the older the plant. So se- 
lect plants with fully colored bracts 
(the colorful leaves) and with a few 
tiny yellow flowers showing at the 
top. 

Compact plants with rich green 
foliage and brightly colored bracts, 
that’s the kind of poinsettia plant 
many seek during the holiday sea- 
son. But, if you find tall spindly 
poinsettias at bargain price, you 
may find a treasure as well. 

Use them for cut arrangements to 
add a special touch to the Christmas 
decoraung scheme. Twelve to 18 
inch long stems are just right. When 
you cut the stem, use a sharp knife. 
Pass the cut end of the stem through 
a candle flame to stop the bleeding 
of the milky white sap. Arrange the 
flowers (bracts) in a festive vase or 
place individual stems in water vials 
and combine with greenery for a 
cheerful swag or garland.

Safe handling of venison urged

Venison is usually obtained by 
three basic methods: slaughtered by 
a hunter, given to the consumer by 
the hunter, or purchased by the con- 
sumer. But in Alabama venison is 
not available to consumers because 
state laws prohibit the retail selling 
of fresh, wild game and its products. 

When venison is obtained, care 
should be taken for sanitation. If 
you are going to process the deer 
yourself, the deer should be bled as 
soon as possible to assure a quality 
product. After bleeding, the viscera 
and rear legs just above the scent 
glands should be removed, The 
body cavity should be washed thor- 
ar Pe to remove all excess blood 
and residues, 

The next procedure, aging, is 
very important with respect to the 
eating quality of the venison, The 
meat should be aged for three to 
seven days at 32 to 36 degrees Fah- 
renheit to improve the flavor and to 
permit enzyme activity to maximize 
tenderness. During the aging pro- 
cess, it is also recommended that the 
hide remain on the carcass to pre- 
vent water loss, 

After aging, the hide and as much 
fat as possible should be removed. 
The texture of the fat is similar to 
that of lamb. It is tallow-like and is 
sticky at room temperature. The fat 
also has a “wild” taste which some 
people don’t like. After aging, the 
carcass is ready for cutting into eala- 
ble portions should be double 
wrapp d, using coated freezer wrap. 
The packages should be labeled, in- 
cluding the date and cut of meat, and 
frozen as quickly as possible, 

Venison and beef are very similar 
meat products in that the nutritional 
content (protein, vitamins, minerals) 
is similar, But there is usually a sub- 


stantial difference in the amount of 
fat present. Venison contains a high- 
er lean to fat ration than a compara- 
ble cut of beef. 

Different cuts of venison demand 
different cookery methods which de- 
‘pend upon the tenderness of the cut. 
Tender cuts can be defined as those 
which come from less active muscle 
groups (loin). The less tender cuts 
come from more active muscle 
groups (shoulder, shank, neck). 

The following are suggested 
methods of cookery for various cuts 
of venison. 

Methods for tender cuts (steak, 
chops): 

*Pan frying: Heat frying pan until 
sizzling hot. Add 2 tablespoons of 
butter, place meat in hot pan, sear on 
both sides (turning only once), re- 
duce heat slightly and finish cook- 
ing. 

Roast (round, loin), Season with 
salt and pepper and place a rack in 
an uncovered pan. Cover surface 
with bacon strips but do not add wa- 
ter or cover, and roast in a slow oven 
at 300°Fahrenheit, allowing 20-25 
minutes per pound, 

Methods of less tender cuts 
(shoulder, shank, neck): ; 

*Stewing: Cut meat into one-inch 
cubes and season with salt and Rep- 
per. Sprinkle the cubes with flour 
and brown in hot fat, then cover with 
boiling water, Cover and cook slow- 
ly until tender but do not boil, Add 
vegetables just before serving time 
so they will be tender, 

*Braising: Season with salt and 
pepper, rub with flour and brown in 

ot fat, Add small quantities of wa- 
ter (about | cup), cover closely and 
cook slowly until tender. Turn meat 
occasionally, every 2-3 hours, 
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If you want your perennials to 
perform their best next year, now is 
the time to give them a little atten- 
tion, Prepare your perennials for the 
upcoming cold weather now. 

After the first frost and the plants 
die back, cut perennial stems to 
within an inch or two of the ground. 


Add the cuttings to your compost 
pile. 

Plants may look dead after a 
freeze, but remember to treat them 
kindly. Water them — regularly 
throughout the winter at least 


enough to keep the soil from becom- 
ing very dry. Some plants will put 


Fair Credit Billing Act protects customers 


Using credit sometimes seem like 
magic, It lets you have things today 
and pay for them later, Most fami- 
li¢s use some form of credit to pay 
for many everyday things and activi- 
tics like gasoline, clothing, house- 
hold goods, eating out, and staying 
overnight ata motel. 

Problems do occur, however, in 
billing statements. For example, Joc 
Doe came home from work to find 
his wife in a rage. The credit card 
bill had arrived and a charge of 
$129.00 was for entertainment at a 
famous night club in a distant city. 
Mr. Doe had to spend much time 
and effort assuring his wife that a 
mistake had been made on the bill 
and that he had not entertained any- 
one at that club. 

In an attempt to make it easier 
for consumers to correct errors such 
as these, Congress has passed the 
Fair Credit Billing Act. It is intend- 
ed to protect consumers against in- 
accurate and unfair credit billing 
and credit card practices. The Fair 
Credit Billing Act applies only to 
open-end credit plans. Open-end 
credit refers to accounts where new 
charges can be added before the old 
ones are paid off. It includes all 
credit card purchases and most other 
types of revolving credit such as 
overdraft checking. The act does not 
apply to installment loans which are 
paid according to a set schedule of 
payments. 

Under the Fair Credit Billing 
Act, creditors offering open-end 
credit must: 

1. Post your payments to your ac- 
count the day the payments are re- 
ceived, This will prevent increases 
in finance charges after you have 
paid the bill. 

2. Mail you a bill at least 14 days 
before payment is due if they assess 
charges on unpaid amounts after a 
certain date. 

3. Mail to you at least twice each 
year an explanation of your rights 
under this law. 

4, Promptly credit any refunds or

retumed merchandise to your ac- 
count. 

5. Not offset your credit card 
debts with money they hold on de- 
posit, such as from your checking 
account or saving account, unless 
you have previously authorized that 
this be done periodically as a method 
of payment. 

6, Promptly credit any over- 
payment and, if requested, promptly 
refund it. 

7. Allow merchants who accept 
their credit cards to grant discounts 
to customers using cash instead of 
credit card. 

8. Follow a certain procedure in 
resolving any complaint you may 
make about a billing error. 

Your Responsibility 

The Fair Credit Billing Act re- 
quires the creditor to promptly cor- 
rect any billing errors. If you think 
there is a mistake or you just need 
more information about your bill, 
you must take the following steps to 
preserve your rights under the law: 

1. Do not write on the bill. On a 
separate sheet of paper, write a letter 
including the following: 

a. Your name, account number, 
and address. 

b. A description of the error and 
why you believe it is an error. 

c. The amount of money you 
think is wrong. 

d. Any other information which 
you think will help the creditor to 
identify you or the reason for your 
complaint or inquiry. Do not send 
your original copy of a sales slip or 
other document. Send a duplicate 
copy and keep the original for your 
records. 

2. Send your letter to the address 
on your bill which is listed after the 
words: “Send Inquiries to.” Mail it 
as soon as you can. It must reach the 
creditor within 60 days after the bill 
was mailed to you. 

3. Pay the part of the bill that you 
know is not wrong.

Research questions use of 


chromium in diets

Chromium promotion in diets as a 
supplement is being used widely 
throughout the Wiregrass. It appears 
it is NOt worth its cost in weight loss 
promotion. 

The following article was provid- 
ed to me by Dr. Barbara Struempler, 
PhD, Extension Nutritionist and rec- 
ommended as valid nutrition infor- 
mation, Source: “Spotlight on 
Food”. 

; If you’re not a diabetic, a growing 
pig or a weightlifter, there is not 
much research to support the value 
of chromium in weight loss. Chromi- 
um picolinate, a form of the trace 
mineral, chromium, is found in 
foods such as whole wheat, meat, 
and oranges. Chromium is required 
for normal fat and carbohydrate me- 
tabolism. It is also a cofactor for in- 
sulin, Biologically active chromium 
is called the “glucose tolerance fac- 
tor.” 

Some claims theorize that extra 
chromium helps reduce body fat by 
enhancing the efficiency of insulin, 
the hormone that regulates blood 
sugar and affects carbohydrates and 
fat metabolism, Proponents also 
claim chromium helps build muscle 
mass and turns off hunger signals. In 
reality, this is not truc. In a handful 
of studies, subjects taking chromium 
supplements have decreased their 
body fat significantly, But, the stud- 
ies have been criticized for poor pro- 
tocol, The more current, better- 
controlled studies that replicated the 
earlier studies have not shown any 
beneficial effect, 

Studies involving athletes have 
shown an increase in lean body mass 
and therefore lower body fat percent- 
ages associated with the use of chro- 
mium supplements. But these studies 
were done on weightlifters and foot- 
ball players, nct people who are 
overweight and sedentary, Another 
study found no effect of chromium 
on strength gain or body composi- 
tion in men supplemented with chro- 
mium who did one hour of weight 
training five days a week for eight 
weeks, 

One research study examined 
muscle mass in growing pigs supple- 
mented with chromium picolinate, 
Loin eye muscle increased and fat on 
the 10th rib decreased, But pigs 
aren't people and growing animals 
are not mature animals. 

Twelve studies show that chromi- 
um supplementation may improve 


glucose tolerance in people with 
marginal chromium status. Insulin is 
more effective in the presence of 
chromium, Other research shows 
that (depending on the initial chro- 
mium status of the individual) high 
density lipoprotein _ cholesterol 
(HDL-C) increases and low density 
lipoprotein cholesterol (LDL-C) and 
total cholesterol decrease with chro- 
mium supplementation. 

No other research is currently 
available, especially for chromium 
in relation to weight loss. 

The estimated safe and adequate 
daily dietary intake of chromium 
(ESADDI) is 50-200 micrograms/ 
day, One study found that 90% of a 
sample of people were eating diets 
below the ESADDI for chromium. 
For most people, supplements will 
have no weight-loss or muscle-gain 
effect, because the body needs only 
a certain amount of chromium, The 
more chromium a person consumes, 
the less it is absorbed by the body. 
There is a wide margin of safety be- 
tween amounts normally consumed 
and those considered to be harmful,

The Federal Trade Commission 
enforces the Fair Credit Billing Act 
for almost all open-end creditors ex- 
cept commercial banks. Enforcement 
for most bank credit cards is through 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration, Questions by Alabamians 
should be made to the Adanta re- 
gional offices for both agencies. 

These agencies will not represent 
you in your private dispute, but in- 
formation from consumers about 
their experiences and concerns is vi- 
tal to them in enforcing the Fair 
Credit Billing Act. You can, howev- 
er, sue creditors for violation of your 
rights under the law.

on a flush of root growth during the 
fall and early winter. 

Mulch your plants well. A good 
mulch layer helps keep temperature 
around the plant from fluctuating as 
widely as bare soil. 

Remember some perennials take 
longer to emerge in the spring than 
others. Mark all your perennials 
with some type of marker or plant 
stakes this fall before the plants die 
back, 

This will remind you where 
plants are located and will prevent 
you from accidentally digging a 
prized plant up when you are plant- 
ing, bulbs or winter annuals such as 
pansies. 

While perennial means a plant 
that will live more than two years, 
some are more long-lived than oth- 
ers. However, even with the best of 
winter care, you may lose some 
plants during winter, 

If you do lose plants, try to deter- 
mine the cause. Some perennials 
cannot handle soggy soil so a possi- 
ble cause could be a poorly drained 
bed. Some plants may be considered 
hardy for your area, but you may 
have planted them in an area with 
harsher than normal conditions for 
your area.

Planning for timber harvest critical to profits 
by Stan Windham, County Agent 


All across Coffee County and the 
Wiregrass area thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars worth of timber are 
sold each year by private land own- 
ers. Although many make a healthy 
profit, others lose big money due to 
improper planning. 

One of the biggest mistakes made 
each year is not making timber avail- 
able for enough bids. Many land- 
owners use two or three companies 
on which to base the value of their 
timber, When appraising land, it is a 
good idea to have the timber cruised 
by a reputable consultant or timber 
cruiser to determine the approximate 
value of the timber on your land, 
Once this is accomplished, you can 
begin to notify timber buyers in your 
area. Many people will contact as 
many as one hundred different tim- 
ber companies. From this hundred 
you may only have ten to fifteen that 
actually come and make a bid on the 
timber, By having it cruised, you 
will better understand the value of 
the timber and can evaluate the bids 
accordingly. Of course the high bid 
would get the timber. In fact, I have 
seen bids on 40 acre tracts vary over 
$30,000,00 

In many cases, I have found it 
very helpful to utilize a timber con- 
sultant, These individuals receive a 
portion of the profit for handling the 
cruising, sending out the bids, over- 
seeing the sale and the other small 
details of selling timber. It has been 
my experience that they more than 
pay for themselves, | am sure that in 
some cases they have not, 

However, many of the land own- 


ers who have used consultants that I 
have worked with, have been 
pleased with the results. 

Another common mistake that is 
made by folks selling timber is con- 
sidering potential tax payments, It 
would be well worth your time to 
consult your accountani prior to sell- 
ing umber, This can help to mini- 
mize Overpayment of taxes and han- 
dling of the income. If you plan to 
make a fairly large sum of money 
you wouldn’t want to lose money 
through taxes or poor investment ad- 
vice, 

_ A final consideration when plan- 
ning for timber harvest is manage- 
ment of the land before, during, and 
after harvest. Your local forestry ser- 
vice, soil conservation service and 
your county agent's office can assist 
you in recognized practices for re- 
planting or management of the land 
once harvest is complete, There are 
many, many options you can use in 
replanting land. Some are quite a bit 
more expensive than others and this 
in itself is a consideration, Anyone 
selling timber must consider how 
much money they can afford to put 
back into the land, This should be 
balanced with how much needs to be 
reinvested in the land, 

In conclusion, there are at least 
three areas to consider prior to tim- 
ber harvest: getting top dollar for 
your timber, management of the 
money you will receive, and man- 
agement of the land, If I can be of 
any help, please feel free to give me 
a call at 894-5596, I'll be more than 
happy to help you.

Elba BOE receives good news

The Elba City School Board 
members heard good news last 
Thursday in their regular January 
meeting. 

Results from the High School Ba- 
sic Skills Exit Exam (the graduation 
exam) shows Elba students grading a 
full ten points above the state aver- 
age in all three categories, reading, 
mathematics and language. 

School administrators had been 
concemed because this group of 
11th graders'scored iow on achieve- 
ment tests last year. Superintendent 
Charles Pearce was asked to explain 
the turnaround. 

He said teachers and ad- 
ministrators were excited but not 
sure why the dramatic improvement 
happened. “Maybe it was a chal- 
lenge, maybe it is because this lets 
them leave school with a valid di- 
ploma. 

Pearce was slow to give credit to 
anything the school was doing, ‘“‘Be- 
cause it would mean we were fully 
responsible when a group comes in 
with low scores. He continued to say 
that it is often hard to explain a 
group of high scores as well as a 
group of low scores. “However 
someone must be doing something 
right for our students to score this 
well on a standardized test,” Pearce 
said. He added, “I personally give 
our teachers full credit.” 

The Elba students also outscored 
each of the other 26 schools in their 
“cluster,” (3S) which includes Troy, 
Geneva, Ozark, Demopolis Russell- 
ville, Sylacauga, Tuscumbia, Geneva 
County, Henry County, Madison 
County, to name a few. Only Dale- 
ville City matched Elba in reading 
with a score of 96.

Last Thursday evening, between 
6:00 p.m. and 7:00 p.m. four trailers 
(mobile homes) were totally de- 
stroyed when a storm moved 
through Coffee County.
